Before going to death Ellison was 
baptized by the prison chaplian and 
a negro minister from Madisonville. 
Ellison's wife, who is serving a jail 
sentence at Madisonville, was grant- 
ed a temporary parole, and she vis- 
ited her husband last week. 

While in his death cell, Ellison 
confesed to have fired the shot that 
killed Sheriff Hunter but said he did 
not intend to shoot him and thought 
lie was shooting at a lot of negroes 
who had threatened his life.

GRADING TOBACCO 

UNDER FEDERAL LAW 

Proposed As An Aid In Market- 
ing; Warehouse Act With 
License l ealure 

WWM im ii Jan. — In order 
to MM In placing the marketing of 
tohaoco upon a more business-like 
basis tlie United States Department 
of Agriculture- is about to begin in- 
vestigations which will lead to the 
establishing of tobacco grades ap- 
plicable througout the entire in 
dustry. Though tobacco ranks 
fourth among the crops of the Unit, 
ed States, returns more than $1,- 
000,000,000 a year in agricultural 
wealth to the nation and more than 
J300.000.000 in annual revenue to 
the Government, it Is marketed in a 
manner which producers of less im- 
portant crops would regard as a 
short cut to financial rum. 

For this condition the specialists 
of the Bureau of Markets. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, blame primari- 
ly the auction system of sales in 
certain sections and the private 
contract system in other localities. 
Under the former method loose piles 
of tobacco to be sold are placed on 
the floor of a warehouse and ex- 
amined by the prospective buyers. 
The tobacco is not graded, nor does 
the owner have much opportunity 
to describe the merits of his pro- 
duct. The auctioner then offers 
the tobacco for sale and the buyers 
are practically in a position to ob- 
tain the tobacco for any price they 
choose to pay. 

Hold M i a u l! By Some 

In the latter case, the tobacco is 
sold privately by growers, who 
usually have an indefinite idea of 
market prices, to buyers who are 
fully informed. The sales frequent- 
ly are made on the farm and con- 
firmed by contracts that are more 
binding on the seller than on the 
buyer. The sale often is made be- 
fore the tobacco is harvested. At 
the time of the transaction the to- 
bacco may be so far from being in 
a marketable condition that even 
the buyer is unable to determine 
Its value, in which case the farmer 
usually gets what the buyer esti- 
mates to be a safe price or chooses 
to offer. 

In a bulletin published by the 
Massachusetts Experiment Station, 
it is stated that "under the con- 
tract method of sale 
has all to lose, with no 
ing gain; the buyer, little or noth- 
ing." The same statement would 
apply equally as well to the "auc- 
tion system." department specialists 
say. 

No I la* is For Valuation 

Because of lack of grades, the 
tobacco producer is nnable to de- 
termine if he is receiving a reasona- 
ble price for his product. There is 
no basis for comparison between 
the prices in one community and 
those paid elsewhere. Quotations 
of one market usually mean little in 
other maikets. for they are not 
based upon recognized standards of 
quality. 

In October the Bureau of Mar- 
kets, United States Department of 
Agriculture, held hearings in a 
number of cities for the purpose of 
discussing with tobacco growers 
merchants, dealers, bankers, ware- 
bouse men and others Interested in 
the industry, tentative regulations 
for warehousing tobacco under the 
provisions of the United States 
Warehouse act. These hearings were 
attended by members of the trade 
who were representative of the to- 
bacco industry generally, and con- 
siderable interest was shown in the 
bureau's work. 

At first there was an attitude of 
skeptu ism regarding the benefits to 
be derived from the warehouiing of 
tobacco under the provisions of the 
warehouse act. Doubt wan express- 
ed that the bureau would be able to 
devise satisfactory tobacco stand- 
ards, but in every instance, b"fore 
the end of the hearing, the bureau's 
intention to take Immediate action 
in carrying out its plans to place 
tbe marketing of tobacco upon a 
sound basis was approved. 

NmMM For Finaucing 
Under the provisions of the Unit- 
ed States Warehouse act. the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture is authorized to 
for the storage 



warehouse that ndequatelr protects 
the tobacco stored therein may be 
licensed. The regulations under 
the act provide for Inspection of the 
premises at irregular intervals, ex- 
aminations of tlie commodities stor- 
ed MM Ow* mM by the ware- 
house men of standards of business 
practice. 

Since t!:o pnssage of the act more 
than "."'I (BfM atlons for warehouse 
licenses have been received by the 
Bureau of Markets, the majority of 
them during the last year. Pro- 
ducers and warehouse men now ap- 
SSSf to appreciate the benefits to be 
derived from the warehouse act. 
The bureau's regulations for the 
warehousing of tobacco are In the 
hands of the printers and will be 
ready for general distribution In the 
near future. How soon tobacco 
gardes will be recommended will de 
pend upon the ability of the bureau 
to carry on the work with the limit- 
ed funds at its command. The bu 
reau has received 
of co-operation by 
dustry. 

AHHOVJK1M FOR POSTMASTER 



There is a certain ingenuousness 
that is refreshing in prominent Re- 
publicans of various Kentucky 
.owns "announcing" for postmaster 
:o succeed Democrats. They very 
frankiy seem to proceed upon the 
idea tha' the appointment of post- 
masters is to return to the old spoils 
system, and that the Civil Service 
method, which has been greatly ex- 
panded under the present Adminis- 
tration, ie to be scrapped. 

For some time Civil Service ex- 
amination had been held to select 
postmasters or the smaller offices, 
but the lirger and more attractive 
ppolalacatfl were left to be dis- 
tiibuted by Congressman and Sena- 
tors along rolltlcal lines. Soon af- 
ter Dr. Wilson became President he 
issued an executive order extending 
the operations of the Civil Service 
U) post eflkes of all classes, and 
that order has been fairly and hon- 
estly administered. 

In the city of Boston, which is 
overwhelmingly Democratic, a Re- 
publican received the appointment 
from President Wilson as postmas- 
ter because the Civil Service tests 
•o which all applicants submitted, 
disclosed that his qualifications 
were superior to any others who 
sought the office. Coming to Ken- 
tucky, there are the instances of 
Klizabethtown and Russellville, two 
overwhelmingly Democratic towns, 
Republican postmasters, because 
the Republicans in these towns 
stood at the top of the eligible list, 
and charges could not be sustained 
against either of them. These are 
only a few examples given to prove 
the fidelity with which the Presi- 
dent's order has been executed. 

Now, before a Republican Presl 
dent has even taken his seat, we 
find leading Republican politicians 
in numerous Kentucky towns, mak- 
ing their arrangements to dispose of 
bestowing them upon the "boys" 
the offices in the good old way of 
who can •'deliver" at the next elec- 
tion. This is indeed a rare piece of 
effrontery, and If carried out it In 
vites the strongest reprisals at the 
hands of the Democatic party upon 
its return to power, when that day 
comes 

What is "sauce for the goose 
should be sauce for the gander,' 
and if a Republicans can be appoint 
ed postmaster, by virtue of the Civil 
Service regulations, under a Demo- 
cratic Administration, there is no 
Just reason why a Democrat should 
not be retained or appointed under 
a Republican Administration. 

We have no quarrel with the 
Civil Service system as it applies to 
post offices. Occasionally It may 
work some injustice; upon the 
whole it is right. But It should, in 
all honor, be kept inviolate during 
the Harding Administration as it 
was observed under President Wil- 
son. 

Especially is this true when we 
recall the language of the Republi- 
cans National platform of 1820. 
which said: "We renew our re- 
peated declaration that the civil ser- 
vice shall be thoroughly and hon- 
estly enforced and extended where 
ever pri

MEASURE 10 REGULATE 

PACKERS AOOPIED 

Majority of Democrats Favor | 
License Bill VMiilc Republi- 
cans Oppose 



Washington, Jan. 31. — By a mar- 
gin of 13 votes the Senate late Mon- 
day passed the long-fouglit bill for 
Federal regulation of meat packers 
and other agencies of the livestock 
Industry. 

The vote was 46 to 33, and the 
legislation, the center of bitter con 
troversy for a decade, now goes to 
the House, with Its supporters hope 
ful of final action during the pres 
ent session of Congress. 

A special rule to expedite House 
action is to be sought. 

Partisan division In the Senate 
was lacking, but most Democrats 
supported the bill, while a majority 
of the Republicans opposed it. Tbe 
party line-up was 18 Republicans 
and 28 Democrats for passage, with 
23 Republicans and 10 Democrats 
against. 

All fundamental features of the 
legislation, as presented by the Ag- 
ricultural Committee as a substi 
tute for the original Kenyon-Ken 
drick bill, were retained by tbe 
Senate. 

Federal Board Ordered 

The bill would form a Federal 
Livestock Commission of three mem 
bers, appointed by the President, to 
have Jurisdiction over the livestock 
industry. 

This commission would have pow 
er to issue orders, collect and dla 
semlnate Information, have access 
to pucker's books and have general 
supervision over packers, stock- 
yards, commission men and similar 
agencies. Review of the Livestock 
Commission's orders would be pro- 
vided for by the bill which also 
prescribes rules for conduct of the 
packing business and stipulations 
against monopoly, unfair trade 
practices, engaging in unrelated in- 
dustries and other similar acts. 

Voluntary licensing of packers 
also is provided for, an attempt by 
Senator Atlee Pomerene, of Ohio 
Democrat, to eliminate this feature 
having been defeated Monday 43 to 
34. 

But two Important amendments 
were adopted by the Senate before 
passing the bill. One, by Senator 
James W. Wadsworth, Jr., of New 
York, Republican, would inclti 
horses, mules and goats within the 
operations of the bill, although 
horse and mule meat markets 
would be excluded from the propos- 
ed Federal supervision. 

Another amendment, by Senator 
Key Pitman, of Nevada, Democrat 
would exempt from the bill's provi 
slons all persons whose chief busi- 
ness is livestock growing or produc- 
tion of agricultural products. 1 
author declared that the legislation 
should not extend to small stc 
growers who operate their oww 
feeding yards. 

Other amendments adopted in- 
cluded one by Senator William E. 
Borah, of Idaho, Republican, pro 
vlding that all proceedings of the 
Livestock Commission should be op- 
en to the public, and an amend- 
ment by Senator Pomerene, declar- 
ing that upon enactment ol the bill 
all supervision of the Federal Trade 
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be terminated

men and the Manila city police 
luoke out. A policeman arrested a 
constabulary man Tuesday night ov- 
er a woman. The constabulary-man 
resisted arrest and the policeman 
shot him, wounding him seriously. 
Tie r,' had been ill feeling between 
the constabulary-men and policemen 
for a long time, and this affair in- 
tensified the feeling. The feeling 
ran so high that the constabulary 
men stationed in Manila, about 200 
Of them, were locked in their har- 
ricks. But early Wednesday night 
77 of them stole out their cutis, 
broke through a window, to get out 
on the streets and opened fire on 
whomsoever they saw.

PEOPLE FAVOR BONUS BILLS 



York, New Jersey, Washington 
and South Dakota Sanction the 
Proposition. 

The passage of soldier bonus bills In 
New York, New Jersey, Washington 
and South Dakota by overwhelming 
majorities at the November elections 
Is unquestionable proof of the public's 
recognition of veterans' claims, is the 
opinion advanced in an editorial which 
appeared recently in the American Le- 
gion Weekly. 

"One-fourth of the five million men 
who served In the army and navy live 
rhlch have shown their sense 

says. "Three-fourths of the 
veterans of the World war live in 
thirty-six states wbich have not faced 
the issue— In most of them because 
there have been no recent sessions of 
state legislatures. 

"The United Slates senate will soon 
pass on the question of national com- 
pensation for World war veterans. 
Facing them squarely Is the Fordney 
bill, adopted by the lower house. This 
bill will meet every test of Justice. It 
Is in accord with the sentiment of the 
people of the country as attested by 
the state bonus elections. Its passage 
by the senate will mark the fulfillment 
of a national obligation. The state bo- 
nuses are the expressions of a desire 
by the people to give a square deal. 
Tbey do not lessen in any degree the 
federal responsibility, which cannot be 
uvolded on the plea of state generos- 
ity."

The Fordney bill, as it stands now, 
provides a cash payment for nil vet- 
erans up to and Including the grade of 
captain, of one dollar a day for each 
day of borne service, and $1.25 a day 
for foreign service, with a limit of $500 
and $626, respectively. Or, the option 
of the same amount, plus 40 per cent 
if taken in the fonn of government cer- 
tificates, assistance In the purchase of 
a home or farm or vocational training.
